The Humble Petition of Anthonie Sadler , The Authour 
of Inquiſitio Anglicana agarzſt the Triers, 1654, 


Moſt Humbly Sheweth, 

The Pctitis PF Hat whereas in a Juſt Vindication, of His Ma- 
oY jeſties Authority, in, and over, the Epiſcopal 
Juriſdiction , to preſerve the Churches Diſc plinc, 
trom Dffrder and Ditdain , and to preſerve the 
Churches Free-hold, from Dilapidations and Sacri- 
" ledge : Your Lordſhips Petitioner hath Commenced 
a Suite in Law againit, and made a Preſentment of, 
Maſter Robert Cranmer ; as being a Perſon, very Inju- 
rious againſt the Churches Free-hold, and Diſobc- 

dicnt, tothe Churches Diſcipline. 

And whercas, the ſaid Maſter Cramer, is (by the 
common out-cry of the Country, credibly devulg'd, 
and now by Your Lordſhips Petitioner, 1s credibly 
atteſted, to be a publique Oppreſlor, and notorious 
in Opprecſſion : ----- Becauſe, when Your Lordſhips 
Petitioner, had been Two Years anda Halt, enforced 
to be in Law, with, and againſt the ſaid Maſter Craz- 
mer, ina Caſe of Dilapidations and Sacriledge ; and 
had brought the ſaid Caſe, upon the point of Tryal, 
in the Court of Arches : ----- 

And Secondly, becauſe when Your Lordſhips Pe- 
titioner Appeared in Perſon, in Your Lordfhips

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Court, to Proſecute the Preſentment of the ſaid May 
ter Crazmer, for his Publique Contumancy, againſt 
the Act of Uniformity ; Your Lordſhips Petitioner, 
was at the ſame time Arreſted, by the ſaid Maſter 
Cranmer, in an Action of Treſpaſs of Five Hundred 
Pound ; the Proftor alſo of Your poor Petitioner (be- 
ing the Regiſter of the ſaid Court) the faid Maſter 
Crazmer Arreſted, inan Aftion of Treſpaſs, of Five 
Hundred Pound, ---- not knowing any Reaſon why, 
bur the malice and purpoſe of the ſaid Maſter Crar- 
mer,to debaſe our Perſons, to diſcourage our Friends, 
ro diſcompoſe our Minds, to ſtop the ſaid Preſent- 
ment, and to(tifle the ſaid Tryal of the Caſe depend- 
ing. 

Your Lo-dſhips Petitioner was forthwith caſt into 
Priſon, and there lay, that Day, that Night, and the 
Day following : ---- That Night Maſter Cramer, and 
his Common wn. (Maſter Cornelia Hooker) carac 
to Your Petitioner, in the ſaid Priſon, and they offer 
him Bayle, and Freedome, if he would Engage, to 
give up his Preſentation, to his Patron, the laid Ma- 
{ter Cranmer, 

Your Petitioner (for his Liberty and Healths-ſake) 
yielded to any thing they ſaid ; inſomuch, that the 
{aid Common Lawyer, cauſed your Over-griev'd, 
and under-min'd Petitioner, to Subſcrybe and Seal a 
Bond of Fizze Hundred Pound; and allo (to the beſt 
Remembrance of Your Lordſhips Petitioner) to Sub- 
{cribe and Scal, a blank paper or papers ; which paper 
or papers, the {aid Maſter Craxmer, and his Common 
Lawyer, report now (to the utter undoing of Your

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| poor Petitioner, his Wife, and Children) to be a 

| judgement, and a Warrant tothe payment of Five 
Hundred Pound, as if due from Your Pctitioner;to the | 
ſaid Maſter Cramer : Your Petitioner not owing 
him the worth of a penny ; but He owing Your Pc- 
titioner his Ducs and 1 ythes, for theſe Three Years

Wherefore Your Lordſhips Petitioner, mot hum ly ſubmits 
his very Sad Condition, to the Chriliran Conſideration, 
and Compaſſuon of Your Rioht Reverend, and Well-diſ- 
poſed Self : Moſt Humtly Imploring , no other Fa- 
Tour, but what becomes Your Lordjhip, in Tow Peti- 
troners now Appeal to the King and Council , That the 
ſaid Papers may be produced before that Right Honour- 
atle Tatle ; and in nhatſoever, Your Lordſhips Peti- 
toner, 1s a Debter or Treſpaſſer, he may be Leyally In-
